Brad, 


You are correct - although most RF probe circuits I've seen include a 
bleeder resistor (ca. 10k ohms or so) to slowly drain charge off of the 
capacitor. Otherwise you'd never be able to tune a circuit to maximum - as 
you tune through the optimum point the voltage on the cap would reach its 
peak value and stay there. You'd never see the voltage fall off on the 
other side of that point. 


>2) assuming that the voltage measuring device is high impedance (around 10M 
>or more) then very little charge, once it is dumped into the filter 
>capacitor, is drained away. 


Yes - that's the reason for the bleeder resistor. 


>3) as the filter capacitor is being charged, the portion of the RF sine wave 
>period that the diode is conducting is gradually reduced. As the difference 
>in potential between the cap and the peak RF amplitude approaches the 
>"forward voltage drop" there will be less and less current drawn through the 
>diode during each cycle. 

> 

>4) since forward voltage drop decreases with forward current, the barrier to 
>pushing that little bit more charge into the cap will similarly be reduced. 
>Etcetera. Etcetera. 


Sort of like Achilles and the tortoise? Yes, but... since a diode is 
nonlinear, zero current is not reached when the drop across the diode is 
zero volts. It's true that the forward drop of a diode is proportional to 
current, but it's not a linear proportion. 


>This is why I am thinking that it is not such a simple thing to say that a 
>particular diode will make a better RF probe merely because it has a lower 
>"forward voltage drop". But, as I alluded, I am "self-taught" in electronics 
>(and the teacher's credentials aren't any better than the student's :-) 


For being self-taught, you sure make some interesting points. But I'm 
afraid physics takes precedence over logic. 


>I am also notoriously skeptical. 


Good for you! Like I've tried to explain to people on other discussion 
groups - don't take MY word for it, or anyone else's unless you trust them. 
If you have doubts, check them out. I'm just relaying what I know, but by 
all means verify it. 


You may just invent the perfect diode detector. You'd be a pretty popular 
guy if you do.

>you should not take my skepticism to imply that YOU do not know. 


Not at all - I might not know, and not realize it. That's why I like 
discussing things in an open forum like this. If I'm way off base, somebody 
will speak up.

I knew was inflammatory just to get people thinking. Not here, but elsewhere. )

If you look at the curves of a diode, silicon or germanium, you will notice 
that the diodes start conducting even with microvolts of signal, the barrier 
voltage is a point at which the foward conduction increases dramaticaly. For 


use in a high impedance probe, very little forward current is required. 


If you build a crystal radio and use a 1N34 germanium diode(with a .25 volt 
barrier) , you still get conduction of the diode in the forward direction, 

even though the signal coming in is in the microvolt range, and as we know 

crystal radios do work..

I have to bite on this diode forward voltage thread. 


A few years ago, a QST article talked about the difficulty of measuring low 
power with diode circuits and about how reverse current through a diode 
becomes significant at very low voltage levels. The discussion involved 
the "diode equation" featuring Boltzman's constant, temperature, and other 
weird stuff. 


I got intrigued by this stuff for some reason (must have been a slow week), 
and put the equation into a spreadsheet (here we go again) so I could see 
this stuff visually. The spreadsheet lets you input temperature and choose 
a silicon or a germanium diode. Then you input the peak voltage of a sine 
wave applied across the diode. The spreadsheet calculates the current all 
along the waveform and plots it on a graph. 


If you choose a "normal" voltage, such as 0.4 to 0.7 volts peak (for 
silicon), you get a plot showing a current peak during the positive half 
cycle and near zero current during the negative half cycle. But if you 
choose say 0.01 volts or less, the current waveform looks like the 
impressed sine wave--the diode is acting like a resistor. True, the 
current is very small. Hence the approximation we generally make about no 
current flow in either direction when the voltage is small with respect to 
@.7 volts for silicon and 0.4 volts for germanium. But if you care about 
the world of sub-picoamps, it's there. 


What if you choose an unrealistically high voltage, say 2 volts? Well, how 
about 1.2E20 amps? Don't think your real world diode is going to hang on 
long enough to plot a cycle under those conditons, though. 

If you're easily amused and want to look at it, let me know. Usual 
disclaimers about Excel apply: may not run right on your system; may cause 
your PC to burst into flames, tip over, and sink into the swamp.

While the Old style cans were easier to solder, I suspect that many 
failures would have been caused by using the wrong solder/flux and 
technique. Erection would also be a problem because the slightest dent 
would weaken the can. A temporary splint with wood molding or firring 
strips taped to the cans would have helped. Also Suspending the Assembly 
from a Rope across a tree limb is useful. 


I like the idea of adding Construction Insulating Foam to the cans. 


I wonder How the cans might fit inside of PVC Pipe? 


Someone, Bruce? Mentioned Covering PVC Pipe with Aluminum Foil. 


I thought of that myself, but have not had a chance to experiment with it 
yet. I had planned on (2) 2" PVC Pipe Sections with a 3" PVC bottom 
Section. I thought that I would try Reynolds Heavy Duty Foil Wrap, and 
Contact Cement to fix it to the PVC Pipe. I thought to try two methods of 
application, One running the Uncut Sheet Logn Ways up the Pole for a 
continous piece, and Wrapping about 3-4" sections at a time rolling the 
pipe to apply it. The Other thought was to Cut the Roll into several 
rolls about 4-6" wide and Spiral Wrap the PVC. 


A bit more expensive, but likely an easier solution, is to use "True 
Airconditioning Duct Tape as the Wrapper. It comes in standard 50 Ft Rolls 
and looks quite like "DUCT TAPE" that we all know and use, except it is 
Real Aluminum rather than Cloth. I have used it quite successfully to fill 
holes in die cast Boxes. I had a bunch with 2" meter holes that I wanted 
to Re-Cycle. I Used a Hole Saw in the Drill Press with out the Center 
Bit. I also Had a Block of Wood (2X4) that had previously had the same 
hold cut thru it. This was used as part of a sandwich of Wood and PCB 
material and clamped to the Drill press table. The PCB Disks were slightly 
oversized, which allowed them to be filed by hand and/or on the grinder to 
make a snug fit in the holes in the boxes. Then a Quick Application of the 
Aluminum Duct Tape to Both Sides. and the box was RF tight and as good as 
new. You and also add Appropriate PCB material to one or both sides 
depending on needs. Double Sided Foam Tape makes a great job of it. 


Aluminum Cans Will Also Solder fine if you get the correct Solder. 


I can not think of the name of it, But I believe I still have some in the 
shop. It was often sold at hamfests with a demonstration by punching a 
hole in the bottom of an aluminum can cleaning a bit and heating it with a 
propane torch and adding the Flux/Rods in a circular motion filling in the 
area with a pool of melted metal. It cooled rather quickly and was then 
harder than the can. you can not punch the hole thru again. 


It appeared to be a Carnival Snake Oil Salesman, but the stuff is great. 
We had a distributor here in Maryland back then. 


The trick is getting the Object to be soldered to the correct temperature 
to melt the Flux/Rods. I had a Lawn Mower with a Cast Aluminum Case. One 
of the Wheels Broke Off along with chunk of metal part of the case. A 
really challanging job as the Case would dissapate the heat rather 
quickly. I Clamped the Piece in place and Using a Propane Torch finally 
got it hot enough to join it. I know I could have taken it up the street 
and had it welded with a heilarc and been done with it. I wanted to do it 
myself. It broke again last year, when my son ran into the porch steps. 
Ahh. But it held for about 15 years. I have kind-of gotten used to having 


the only three wheeled toro in town. :%t I may fix it again in the 
Spring. :%% 


Soldering can be such great Fun. I think I would build my Vertical From 
Coffee Cans if I were to Do it today. On the other hand, we seem to use 
a lot of Soup These days. If we could only get a better selection of PVC 
Pipe. Some Telescope but not enough. Guess I need to design some PVC 
Adapter Sleeves. 


I have some PVC Tower Designs on the drawing board. 


Experiment a bit, don't let them tell you it can't be done until you have 
given it a try yourself.

Yes, and I should also add that Glen Leinweber has pointed out to me that 
germanium diodes "look like" 50K resistors at small signal levels. The 
experiments were performed with a 50 ohm impedance source of RF. 


Steve Weber also raised some important points about source impedance. 

The results are perhaps not so broadly applicable and caution should be made 
in interpreting them to other probes and to other applications. 

One might expect that the relative performance of the Si diode versus Ge 
might be quite different when probing a higher impedance RF source. 


The most striking result, from my perspective, was the surprising similarity 
between the 1N34A (from Radio Shack) and the 1N87A (found by chance at 
Halted Specialties, Santa Clara). I had imagined that there might be some 
"improved" performance by the 1N87A but whatever that might be was not 
elucidated under these experimental conditions. 


Also, as you well point out, the hot carrier diode that I used is not 
perhaps one with the lowest "forward voltage drop". I ran out of time last 
night to do any more experiments but I have some HP diodes with even lower 
"forward voltage drop". It would also be interesting to compare a 1N4148 or 
something like that. 


Now if someone could do the same study but examining the effect of frequency 
on efficiency for a variety of diodes THAT would be quite interesting.

Let me begin by offering my condolences to anyone who will be bothered 
by this "off-topic" post, and yet somehow failed to skip reading this 
post when they saw the subject line! Now...having said that... 


Dan, each of us may take the lead, by learning how to use our delete key. 
Your analogy comparing QRP-L to other meetings of large numbers of 
people is useful, but it has its limitations. Unlike when taking part 
in some event involving large numbers of people, each of us has the 
ability to easily control our own participation both as contributors 
to, and consumers of, what QRP-L has to offer. In that important way, 
reading QRP-L is more like watching TV or reading the newspaper than 
like participating in some huge 2000-member meeting. We each have the 
ability to pick and choose whatever we want to pay attention to, and 
leave the rest. Some people like to tailor their consumption of QRP-L 
using filters, and many of us prefer my personal favorite: The DELETE 
key (or any of a wide variety of functionally equivalent strategies, 
such as simply not opening posts with un-interesting topics, paging on 
down past a boring post if reading the QRP-L daily digest, or whatever 
it takes to simply not read a post that doesn't interest you). 


I simply do not read the vast majority of fox/truffle/contest-results 
posts. Others here can't wait for the fox season to begin, and, one 
presumes, some of them can't wait to read everyone else's artfully 
crafted, witty accounts of their adventures. Some wouldn't read a post 
discussing QRP-L policies and what they ought to be or not, on a dare! 
I, on the other hand, never miss 'em (for fear someone will again 
successfully convince someone that the list needs an active sheriff). 
Like many QRP-L'ers, I enjoy the technical posts. Some might not be 
technically inclined, and some others might be so advanced that reading 
most of the technical posts on here would bore them. One of us might 
eagerly read every post describing how to get an antenna line over the 
top of a tree out in the field for a year or two, and then next year, 
have so much success with what they've learned from all of it that they 
never feel a need to read another post on that topic again. 


It is not as if every post can be rated in terms of how far it lies 
between the endpoints anchored by "perfectly on-topic" and "utterly 
off-topic." The subjects that interest some of us, as QRP'ers, will 
differ widely from what interests others. It is not as if we could draw 
some line in the sand and say, "Posts which are no further off-topic than 
this are OK, but any further than that is not OK."

the beholder than any sort of absolute truth. Perhaps I think post 

A is mostly on-topic, but post B is useless; perhaps you rate those 

two posts in the opposite order. Do you see that we could not draw 

any line in the sand that would resolve that inconsistency? It seems 
obvious to me that I should be free to read post A, and delete post B, 


and that you should be free to delete post A, and read post B. 


I am certain that it is rare indeed that someone makes a post to QRP-L 
which no one here enjoys reading. The answer is not, and never will be, 
to attempt to see to it that each and every post is interesting or at 
least satisfactory to every one of us. The answer is for each of us to 
take what we can use, and leave the rest. 


Long live the <DELETE> key (and its functionally equivalent strategies)!

Good points, Mike . . . but there are problems other than those packaged in 
attachments. 


Let me remind everyone that in addition to the BADTRANS virus (that has 
been hitting here at least 15 times a day - thank Heaven for Norton AV) the 
NIMDA virus is still around. 


Evidently, the NIMDA virus code is NOT in an attachment but rather is 
contained in the message text. 


I have been told that merely opening the email containing it will allow it 
to access your files, etc. Others have said that is true only if you run M$ 
email clients, etc. 

I run Netscape 4.7.4 which may be immune from this - I don't know - but I 
take no chances. 


The situation I found myself in was that Norton would intercept the email 
containing NIMDA and allow me to “erase the attachment." All options for 
dealing with virii are based upon the notion that they are contained in 
attachments. Only NIMDA is in the text and not in an attachment. 


I would erase and to my surprise the email server would download the same 
message again and Norton would again intercept NIMDA. I would erase and the 
whole thing would start over. 


What was happening was that the email server was being told that the 
download was unsuccessful since it had been stopped prematurely when Norton 
found the virus code within the message itself. Thus, the server would 
attempt again and again to download the message. 


I finally came to my senses and figured out what was happening, but was 
presented with a dilemma: if I turned Norton off and let the message 
download complete, to get it off the server, I was then vulnerable because 
Netscape will open any message that you select from the subject list and 
you have to select in order to delete. 


So, I had to go to the AT&T website, log onto my email account, find the 
offending message (it was #1 in a queue of 299 messages!) and then delete 
it from their subject list. In that way, I avoided opening the message 
within my system. 


So, the point of this lengthy - and OT to many - posting is that if you get 
the NIMDA virus, you may have to get to your ISP and delete it at that 
level. 


I take the liberty of posting all this since no one else has, and I am 
certain that NIMDA is still making the rounds along with BADTRANS.

If I am unable to pull out a callsign I typically send a question 
mark once or twice. Go ahead an send your callsign again at this 
point. Think good thoughts so The Force will guide me to your 
frequency. :) 


If I get your callsign wrong on the first go-around I will always 
acknowledge the correction after I get your information. 


I sometimes get only a partial call and try to get a fill by sending 
something like "W5A? BK", hoping to thin the pile-up enough to allow 
full copy. If your callsign is W5Atanything+, please send your full 
callsign at this point; if not, please stand by. 


Good hunting to you all. I am looking forward to being da Fox 
again and I will do my utmost to pass out as many pelts as time and 
conditions will permit.

Hi, everyone, 


Since ham radio operators are mostly technically savvy individuals, I've got to 
say this again: 


Folks running anything other than Windows can't get the latest virus. Oh, we can 
have our mailboxes flooded by it and our ISPs mail servers slowed by thousands and 
thousands of virus generated e-mail messages, but we can't get the darned thing. 

I know a bunch of folks will rush to defend Microsoft, saying that they are merely 
the target of opportunity. That they are, but they are also the producers of 
operating systems that are severely flawed from a security standpoint. Worst of 
all, MS stuff is xexpensivex. 


I heartily recommend either Linux or FreeBSD as alternatives. Both have an 
amazing amount of ham radio software available. Linux even had kernel level 
support for some digital modes, though it's disabled by default. For folks coming 
from the Windows world, Mandrake Linux 8.1 is one of the easiest to transition to. 
Caldera OpenLinux eDesktop 3.1, SuSe Linux 7.3, and RedHat Linux 7.2 are also good 
choices. 


Please understand that running Linux does not make your system secure. You need 
to update it regularly, same as Windows. You just won't catch viruses, and you 


will be part of the solution, not part of the problem.

I then **x* RIGHT-clicked x*x on the 
offending file, and selected DELETE. Finally, I went to the "QUARANTINE" 


section of the WINNT > Program Files > Norton Anti-Virus > Quarantine 
and deleted the quarantined file.

The information here is extremely valuable-especially if you have been 
infected by this virus. IF you have been infected, you must set up your 
PC to boot from the CD; select Repair, and get to the Command Console. 
You may then delete "C:\WINNT\SYSTEM32\KDLL.DLL" and 
"C:\WINNT\SYSTEM32\KERNAL32.EXE". Repair your system without rebooting. 
It will restore the 'proper' KERNAL32.EXE. You should also search for, 
and delete: "CP_25389.nls" and "Kdll.d11" (even though I thought TI had 
deleted it from the Console, there was still one lurking. Finally, there 
is a REGISTRY line you should remove: 
"HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\Software\Microsoft\Windows\CurrentVersion\RunOnce". 
There was also a "...RunOnceEx" line, but I am not CERTAIN it relates to 
this, and you must always err on the side of caution with the WIN 
Registries. 


The worm has fangs, but it can be beaten. The above applies to WIN 2000 
('Pro' in my case) but I expect the other WIN OS'es are similar in their 
cures.

I hesitated to enter this OT discussion, but I'd like to bring up 
another aspect of BadTrans and SirCam etc. 


I receive some 20-50 Mb of these worms each day, and they quickly fill 
my 10 Mb account on my ISP's mail server. This amounts to a denial of 
service attack beyond the reach of various anti-Virus programs running 
on clients. I run Linux, but that does not help in this case, and am 
forced to automate e-mail downloads regularly. 


Given the rapid increase in the percentage of e-mail messages 
nationallty that are infectedc with viruses or worms, it seems to me 
that we should now require e-mail service providers to implement 
programs that can block diseased messages before they even enter our 
accounts on mail servers. 


I believe one such server-side application is InterScan, but wondered 
if anyone knows of others. I ask because it seems users will have to 
bring some organized and informed pressure to bear on service 
providers to get them to implement safeguards.
